Oh yes, they can quote Scripture by the 
mile; that does not mean anything. Not those who cry Lord, Lord, 
but those who do the will of the Father.

THE LUNATION OF APRIL 7, 1940 

This lunation gives 7 degrees of Virgo on the ascendant. The Sun 
and Moon are posted in the 8th house, and this New Moon is ard 
annular eclipse of the Sun. As this eclipse falls in Aries it will 
have a marked effect on the European conflict, especially as the two 
leading contenders, England and Germany, are both ruled by Aries, 

Before | go any further, | suggest that you re-read the February 
Beacon Light, which contains the astrological predictions for 1940; 
for in that reading | have placed special emphasis upon the month 
of April, as | am convinced that things will begin to happen shortly 
after this lunation, especially as the Moon crosses Saturn, Uranus and 
Mars. It conjoins Saturn within a few hours of the New Moon, Ur- 
anus on the evening of the 9th, and Mars on the llth, at noon 
Pacific time. These few days will make history. 

iNow inasmuch as these planets are posted in the 9th and 10th, the 
excitement will be over foreign affairs. As Saturn rules the Jews, 
there will be a decided Jewish angle to the news. Russia will loom 
very largely in the picture, for Uranus is her ruling planet. 

But to come back to the eclipse. This falls in Aries; such being 
the case it will have a very definite effect on Aries people and 
countries. Of course the two great contenders, England and Ger- 
many, are ruled by Aries; but so are Palestine and Denmark. And 
these two latter countries are going to be bones of contention in the 
very near future. Finland is definiely gone; and it looks pretty much 
as though Denmark will also be drawn into the picture. But from 
now on, Palestine will be the focusing center, and will be the most 
dangerous place on earth; and yet the Jews want to go there. The 
last stand of the present conflict will be in Palestine, not in Europe; 
and Britain will mass more troops in and around Palestine than she 
will in Europe. 

That may seem strange, unless you know thë hidden factors. 
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On the surface, the present conflict is purely economic; but in the 
last analysis it is nothing of the kind; it is a religious war. Our 
Jewish friends are determined to set up their Talmudic Babylonian 
system of religion and government; and just as vapor and water pre- 
cede, ice, so religion precedes economic conditions and power. There 
is scarcely an issue of The Beacon Light since the first number, in 
which we have not emphasized this important point; namely, that the 
war of the ages is now raging, having commenced with the World 
War; and that it is a battle between the forces of darkness and the 
forces of light. 

You men who have been active in fighting Communism, atheism, 
Judaism,—let that sink in, or you will be caught in no-man‘s-land. 
You are wasting most of your efforts until ycu recognize that im- 
portant fact. | know many of you feel as | do; the exponents of 
Christianity are just as rotten as anything you will find anywhere in 
the world. Through the centuries, the advance guard of civiliza- 
tion has been so polluted; all sources of education, including religion, 
have become synthetically Jewish. Ard let us face this unp!easant 
fact; there are no organized Chrisian bedies in the world today that 
amount to anything; commencing with the great Roman Catholic 
Church, with 400 million followers; and they take the name of 
Christ. They have grafted the Babylonian system of religion on the 
Christian tree, but that does not make them Christian. And our 
so-called Protestant churches are an offshoot from Rome; therefore 
they belong to the same system. | care not what label they carry, 
they are Babylonian; their system and ethics of religion are not of 
the Bible nor of Christ. For instance, they have compromised with 
and condoned the system of Usury, which the Bible says is akin to 
murder; but they don’t bat an eye. And they preach long sermons 
excusing our Babylonian system of government and religion. 

The coming Messiah will draw together the individuals here and 
there: who are living the life; who are fearlessly telling the truth. The 
Scriptures tei] us to come out from the present system and wait for 
the coming of the Prince of Peace for He is going to smash the pret 
ent system, through various agencies, that He may set up the King- 
dom of God on earth, based on the laws that are already in your 
Bible. 

But this is somewhat of a digression; and yet, is it? When | 
look at an astrological chart, .| see something more than dead sym- 
kols and figures of planets. It enlarges, pretty much as the military 
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map of George McClellan enlarged, as George Washington appeared 
to him. (Read the story in our Destiny of the United States). 
These lunation charts, month by month simply show the various steps 
in the great drama now being played. 

Incidentally, if you have any planets around 18 degrees of Aries, 
this eclipse will materially affect you; that is, those born on or 
around April 8 will have the Sun there. Look up your own chart, 
and see what part it will play in your life. 

| forgot to say that this lunation falls in the 8th house; and the 
8th house is the house of death; it isalso the house that rules banks, 
trust companies the custodians of other people’s money; the Treas- 
ury of the United States. The latter will be very much in the lime- 
light in Congress, in our opinion. _ Those who know the real facts of 
our national finance are very uneasy, and they are going to say so 
publicly. Bankers, as a class, will be decidedly uneasy, for they see 
the foundation of their institutions crumbling, due to the activities 
of Mr. Roosevelt and his, New Deal. In my opinion they are doomed 
to bankruptcy; and in a few years at the most our present banking 
system will go over the precipice, due to the very agency that was 
supposed to protect, it the Federal Reserve System. 


‘Death will carry away many prominent figures, especially among 
bankers, lawyers, religious leaders and politicians, for these various 
houses are involved. ‘And most of these deaths will be rather sudden, 
with the head the center of trouble; a stroke; a combination of head 
and heart, due to the tremendous tension and pressure under which 
our leaders are functioning today. They realize they have created 
a Franknstein, and it is crushing them; there is no way out. 

Unfortunately the country is going to be thinking more of foreign 
affairs than domestic; Mercury in the 7th, in Pisces and retrograde, 
choatic thinking; strong efforts being made to embroil us, largely 
through shipping disasters and conditions. Maritime affairs will 
be critical. 

The eclipse comes very close to Jupiter and Saturn, and will 
again bring flood conditions, especially in communities and states 
under the dominion of Aries and Taurus. We haven't much reliable 
data on this subject. And we may expect to see some very severe 
earthquakes, largely in Taurus localities. Ireland and Poland may 
not have physical earthquakes, but there will be a tremendous shak- 
ing up and much dissention in those countries, as they are ruled 
by Taurus. 
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One bright spot is, Uranus is again trine to Neptune, and will be 
for the next two or three: months. The outward turmoil is driving 
people within, and a tremendous spiritual awakening is taking 
place throughout the world, and naturally will be at its strongest at 
the points of the conflict. Taurus and Virgo people will naturally feel 
the effect of this aspect. Tremendous shakings up will take place in 
legal and religious circles. Saturn and Uranus in the 9th represent 
the conflict between the old and the new; but Uranus will win, after 
a struggle. But Saturn on the cusp of the 9th will play havoc with 
shipping agreements and maritime affairs in general, and indicates 
great losses at sea, through storms and warfare. And there is grave 
danger of the United States becoming involved in some way this 
monih. See our Predictions for the year. 

The sign on the ascendant is rather weak; Virgo people are apt 
to be rather wobbly; and with Neptune there, retrograde, the people 
are apt to be in a very confused frame of mind, for the real factors 
that affect our national life are mostly hidden. And with the oceans 
of propaganda being spewed out, people don’t know where they are 
at. And, to make matters worse, Neptune is exactly in opposition to 
Mercury in Pisces, a sign for which it has no affinity. The people are 
dazed and confused.

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WHY PHYSICAL DISASTERS? 


During the past two years we have printed some very startling 
prophecies regarding coming events; prophetic dreams and visions 
received by men and women whose spiritual eyes are tuned to the 
celestial spheres. And here is a question that has been put in this 
connection: “How do you know that these visions are true?” 

In the same way that one musician recoanies another; in the 
same way that an artist, or a carpenter, or a plumber, would recog- 
nize another who is skilled along his line. All my life | have been 
conscious of these celestial spheres; more espectially from 1907 to 
1913 or -14 roughly, when the planet Uranus was passing through 
my 9th house. | received many marvelous visions of coming events. 
Some came in the form of dreams; prophetic dreams in which every 
detail was clear. Incidentally, most of these dreams have already 
materialized on the physical plane. Many of these revelations came 
while at work, especially when working in the garden, or while 
taking a walk. Usually | would feel restless, and feel the urge to 
take a long walk; the vision would then unfold as | walked. 

Incidentally, a long walk, alone, especially out in the country 
amid the beauties of nature, is one of the greatest solaces you can 
have. When we walk, the circulation of the blood in the body is per- 
fect; all organs including the mind are functioning normally. If you 
sit down to think the mind draws the blood to the head, and you get 
nothing but the products of your own brain; but when you walk, the 
exercise is drawing the blood away from the head and circulating it 
equally throughout the body, which is the normal condition. Then 
the spiritual part of man, the spiritual body, has a chance to function. 
So, a good, brisk walk, when you are worried or puzzled as to the 
course of action you should follow, will clear the cobwebs; that is, 
relieve mental congestion. When you worry, you try to solve your 
problem on the mental plane; but there are some problems that 
cannot be settled on the mental plane, and the inspirational faculties 
need ta be brought into play. That is, we must go up one rung of 
the ladder. Man is a fourfold being; he is physical, he is emotional, 
he is mental and he is spiritual. During most of our waking moments 
we function on the physical and emotional planes. The animal man 
is scarcely capable of functioning on any higher plane The mental 
type, however, is apt to concentrate on the mental plane alone, ig- 
noring the spiritual and neglecting the physical. But there are

‘is no vulgarity associated with it. Go to some swanky dance, or if 
you will, where the taxi dancer is; the female of the species is not 
naked, it is true; but it would be less harmful if they were, for they 
dress suggestively, tantalizing, teasing the emotions; therefore more 
deadly. But the point | am making is that all these forms of en- 
tertainment appeal to the lowest in man and not to the highest. 
| have never learned to dance, because it did not appeal to me, but 
| have attended hundreds of dances because | like to watch people in 
their various manifestations. | have attended them in the red light 
districts, in the churches, and in the swanky night clubs. At this 
time | may say that your modern dance, especially the jitterbug and 
the expression drawn out by modern jazz, is vile in its cifect; it 
can only be described in one word: degeneracy. This type of 
music has a demoralizing effect, especially upon adolescent vouth; 
it breaks down all moral restraint, and throws the individual entirely 
out of balance. The distortion of life to them becomes normal; herce 
the gulf between modern youth and their parents. 

Our boys and girls would never accept these distortions, were it 
not for the subtle effect of modern movies, the hundred and one 
questionable magazines on our news stands, and still more deadly, 
the Red professor and the text books in our schools and colleges, as 
naturally the boys and girls look up to their teacher as an authority

You will find the answer in the two books men- 
tioned above, which give the list of the vicious text books, including 
the Harold Rugg Series, Changing Governments and Changing Cul- 
tures, in which they proceed to tell you that we have outgrown vir- 
tues; they are old-fashioned. (And our modern virtues are vices of 
the worst kind. Briefly, these text book,s and | have read many 
of them, emphasize the physical and emotional expressions of man; 
they one and all use Freud as the foundation of their ideas—that it 
is bad for youth to suppress physical and emotional instincts; that 
the more conquests the young man or woman will have the freer 
will they be. As a result, they graduate from college enslaved with 
the habits of drinking, smoking, sex dissipation, drug addiction, 
stealing and even murder. 

You say this isn’t true? Check on the list in any penitentiary 
and the number of students who leave college to go to the peniten- 
tiary is alarming.

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BIBLE PROPHECIES FOR 1940 
Lecture by F. E. Rogers 
Given in San Diego Jan. 7, 1940 

There is no room for doubt, defeatism or depression in the Anglo- 
Israel vision. Instead, it is a thrilling experience to watch the 
changing scenes as the climax to the prophetic picture, regarding 
the “time of the end” hastens toward its grand finale, representing 
the deliverance from oppression for all nations of mankind. 

The study of Anglo-Israel clearly shows that history and prophecy 
must go side by side. . Therefore we must not neglect the study of. 
history, and above all the study of prophecy. This is the force of 
the two-fold instruction contained in the Divine injunction: ‘’Seek 
ye out of the Book of the Lord, and read: no one of these shall fail, 
none shall want her mate.” (Isaiah 34:16) Hence we are charged 
to read in the Book of the Lord—which is represented in the living 
pages of human history—and see that none of the prophecies fail 
to find their ‘mate, i. e., “fulfillment.” 

The greatest aid in undersanding the fulfillment of Bible proph- 
ecies is a knowledge of time-periods upon which these prophecies 
are based. It is confusing to anticipate the fulfillment of prophecy 
without knowing something of the time into which all prophecy must 
fit. (Acts 17:26) While it was not given to the people of an earlier 
day to know the times and seasons, (Acts | :7) we are now in the time 
when there is nothing that shall not be revealed, for we are now in the 
age of Revelation, when the’’myst’’is to be taken out of the’ mystery.”’ 
(Matt. 10:26, Dan. 2:22). We find that Daniel tells us that time- 
measures would be “sealed” till the time of the end, then the wise 
would understand them. (Dan. 12: 4, 9, 13.) 

Therefore, it is no new thing that one should look for the ful- 
fillment of prophecy in cerain times. The Wise Men of the East 
had seen the star of Christ appear; a feature which suggests that 
the three conjunctions of Jupiter and Saturn in 7 B. C. followed by 

= the Triple Conjunction of these with Mars in 6 B .C. was an event 
a awaited as the time for embarking on their journey westwards, It 

oar" ight interest you to note the present position of these three planets 
the heavens, which appear to be running a race across the sky; 
ter has been in conjunction with Saturn and Mars, and is now 
approaching Mars and appears as though there will be almost 
sit; and next month (February) the parade of the planets will 
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be more intensified, with Venus and Mercury joining the lineup. 
all of these will be visible to the naked eye. Can this also be a 
forerunner of the hearalding of our Lord’s return? At least it is some- 
thing to think about! Daniel’s 70 weeks prophecy also indicated the 
time of our Lord’s advent. The Book of Revelation is full of pro- 
phetic time-measures concerning the past, present and future polit- 
ical developments; you would profit greatly by studying both Old 
and New Testaments with a view to discovering the many prophetic 
time-elements which are to be found therein. 

Time elements are given in Holy Writ in terms of “years”, “’times’’, 
“months,”, “days”, and even smaller subdivisions, and these can be 
synchronized by a knowledge of the ancient calendar. 

With the knowledge and understanding of this Key, it enabled 
me to give you information from this platform, months ahead of its 
consumnation; here are a few examples: 

Jan. 2, 1938: ‘A fictitious rise in the value of gold.” That Ed- 
ward VIII, although abdicated, would still return and be of service to 
his country (an event which took place exactly 1335 days after his 
accession to the throne, on September 16, 1939.) 

Jan. 1, 1939: “It is too bad that Anthony Eden’s policy is not as 
immaculate as his clothes, but his political valet was Finkelstein 
Litvinoff (now liquidated) . . The price of gold will be raised to the 
neighborhood of $45.00 per oz. . . It will be interesting to watch the 
week of July 3-10 here in the United States . . If Germany were to 
make the least gesture towards Russia, the reaction would be im- 
mediate and sympathetic . . Far better for our Congress to begin 
to clean house here first than to cook up some paltry excuse to get 
us into another war with a nation across the ocean, either east or

west .. 
March 12, 1939: “The coronation of the new Pope is significant 
at this time, especially when 1940 is destined to be very critical in 
the histroy of papacy and decidedly ominious for the religious system 
which the Pope stands for” . . “General Franco will win and most of 
the Red leaders in Spain wit! migrate to Mexico.” 

February 12, 1939: “Nov 27, 1939 may indicate the entry upon 
the real Armageddon stage of Ezekiel’s campaign, to be completed in 
the early’40’s . . Poland will be occupied in the fall of this year by 

May 7, 1939: “Will Russia march into Poland on the pretext of 
saving it from Germany? When the final showdown comes, Hitler 
and Stalin will unite.” 
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These few items are brought to your attention for the specific 
purpose of driving home one point,, that we have hewed straight to 
one line, and one line only, that of the revelation of the Scripturcs, 
and paid no attention whatever to so-called voices of prophecy, 
marches ahead or behind the times, all of whom have had to back- 
track on statements made, because they did not pan out the way 
they had planned. Those of you who have attended our meetings, 
during the past eight years, know that this is a fact of truth. It all 
rests on the right key to the interpretation of prophecy in Holy Writ, 
and we intend to adhere stricty to this line and no other. 

Recently, a certain supposed voice of prophecy has been giving 
out false information regarding the return of Christ, which this man 
now states is not going to take place on this earth; but still he ad- 
heres to the fact that Satan is to be bound for 1,000 years, in spite 
of the fact that all the evil ones will be destroyed at the return of 
Christ in the air, not on the earth. The question that comes to my 
mind is, What is the use of binding Satan for 1,000 years when 
there are no people on earth for him to menace? And how can this 
man explain Zechariah, Chapter 12? 

However, we must remember that Christ warned us of these fa!se 
Christs and false prophets that would spring up like mushrooms in 
these last days of crises, and to pay no attention to them. But this 
again is left entirely up to the individual himself, either to accept 
them or reject them. 

Referring back to Daniel, 12:4, he tells us that certain things of 
divine importance would be “shut up and scaled to the time of the 
end”; this means, though the words were given, men’s spiritual un- 
derstanding would be dulled till God’s purposes were ready for ac- 
complishment; and Zech. 14:7 tells us that at the “Evening time” 
(meaning of the dispensation) “there shall be light.” This means 
_ that the veil would be lifted from men’s eyes, and that “light” om

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less, recent revelations, and the Church, hide-bound by tradition, finds 
a difficulty in accepting them. 

This brings us to three subjects of the greatest importance at the 
present moment, and so closely bound together that it is almost im- 
possible to speak of one without referring to the others: The Israel 
Key, the End of the Age, and The Kingdom of God on Earth, some- 
times called the Millenium. This latter cannot begin until this age 
has ended, and this age cannot end until the House of Israel has 
been revived and restored, because it is destined to play an import- 
ant part in God’s economic system for the future government of the 
world. 

The House of Israel are to be God’s messengers and agents to car- 
ry the Kingdom blessings to all the nations of the earth; this in ac- 
cordance with God’s promises to the patriarchs, and dwelt extensive- 
ly upon by Isaiah in Chapter 40 and other passages. 

The history of the Adamic Race has been from the beginning di- 
vided into dispensations or ages. First we had the antediluvian; 
second, the patriarchal; third, the Mosiac; fourth, the Christian, or 
dispensation of the New Covenant. This, we are assured, is to be 
followed by another, a glorious one of peace and righteousness, com- 
monly called the Millenium, but better known to many of us as the 
Kingdom of God on earth. (Rev. 20:1-7) 

Each dispensation has closed with manifestations of God’s power 
exhibited in extraordinary phenomena. The antediluvian ended 
with the Deluge; the patriarchal ended with the miracles attending 
the Exodus and the giving of the Law at Sinai; the Mosaic dispen- 
sation ended with the Miracles of Christ and the destruction of Je- 
rusalem. In the same manner, we have the assurance that the end 
of this age will be attended by the most startling signs of Almighty 
Power which the world has ever seen or will see again. 

Though the Bible is most emphatic in reference to this great matter 
we meet two kinds of objectons: those who say the world is not 
good enough for the Millenium, and those who say we cannot know 
the time. Christ himself said that no one save the Father only, 
knows when it will be. To the first objection and those who agree 
with it, all you have to do is to read; Matt. 24; Mark 13; Luke 21; 
| Tim. 4; II Tim. 3 Il Peter 3; Jude: and finally John the Revelator 
in the Book of Revelation; and make sure whether this Millenium 
or Kingdom Age is to be ushered in imperceptably, by gradual im- 


provement, or by signs and wonders. To those who e cannot 
a 
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know the time, my reply is that in Christ’s time this was absolutely 
true; but, He did give us certain time-signals and landmarks where- 
by we may know when it is not far off. As, for example, after a 
long voyage, the ship’s look-out reports the sight of land; all can- 
not see it, and only an experienced eye can detect the faint line on 
the horizon, but every hour brings the vessel nearer, until, before 
landing, every detail of the shore is distinctly seen by those who 
care to look. \In the same way, the great fact of our Lord's return 
was forgotten in the Middle Ages, and when during the last cen- 
tury, the cry was raised, “Behold the Bridegroom cometh’’, it was in- 
distinct and uncertain; but ever since, the truth has been getting 
clearer and more certain, and will continue to do so until the ex- 
pectation becomes a reality. 

All God's revelations to mankind have been progressive. They: 
begin with general statements, and the details are unfolded by de- 
grees as they are required. For instance, the promise of the Messiah 
to Adam was just an- intimation. During the ages, the details were 
added by the prophets as to time, place, manner and accompanying 
circumstances Take Abraham again: God did not unfold to him at 
once the great designs he had in view for his posterity, that was 
left for succeeding revelations. In the same way, the archangel 
Michael told Daniel to “seal the book even to the time of the end” 

It is very evident, therefore, that it was to be understood, from the 
indications and signs which are given by Christ and the writers of 
both Old and New Testaments, especially Paul, Peter and John. 
These would not have been given unless it was for us to know. And 
it is evidently our Lord's wish that we should study this matter, for 
id, “O ye hypocrites, ye can discern the face of the sky, but 
i e not discern the signs of the times?”. (Matt. 16:3). Further- 
mo re, is there not a special blessing attached to, the study of the 
ok of Revelation? (1.3); and again, ‘’Surely the Lord will do

Now, when is the end to be, and what are the signs? Let us see 
if ve cen read them. These s’gns may be divided into two classes; 
Ist, ceneral signs, 2nd, time-signs or those which indicate more or 
less precisely when the end of this age will come. 
General Signs 

l. Our Lord speaks of “many coming in His name saying, ‘| am 
Christ.’ “ ‘This is not confined to any one country in particular, 
but has occurred many times over, particularly here in America and 
England, and also among the Mohammedans. : 

2. “Wars and rumors of wars.” Could any words express more 
forcibly the present situation of affairs? You may say to yourself, 
There have always been wars, this is nothing new. But remember, in 
days gone by, wars were generally fought between single countries; 
whereas now, the so-called civilized world is armed to its teeth, sim- 
ply waiting for the signal to get into the present conflict, which at 
present is involving no less than six nations, and there are more li- 
able to get into it by the time next spring rolls around. Oh yes, i 
know many pacifists say that the Bible tells us to turn our swords 
into plow-shares, and spears into pruning-hooks; butt, they obstinate- 
ly ignore Joel’s warning that before that time comes we must turn 
plow-shares into swords, etc. (Joel 3:10.) But Christ’s words re= 
garding this time are very realistic to those who believe: “See that 
ye be not troubled.” (Matt. 24:6). 
3. “‘Famines and pestilences and earthquakes”. These have al- 
ways been in evidence, but not with the frequency of the past few 
years and | look for certain, that earthquakes will come in a more 
appalling scale in the very near future; a sample of which we have 
just had in the recent seismic disturbances in Turkey, about which 
| will have something more to say later. Christ informs us that 
these are the beginnings of sorrows. 

4. “Because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shal! grow 
cold.” Look at the worldly indifference among the great majority 
of the people today. They have no time for thinking of sacred 
things, and soon lose the inclination. /The word many” used here 
implies that there will be some who will adhere strictly to the truth. 
As time goes on, we shall see this breach getting wider and wider, 
between the two; but the reward for those who do continue in the 
love is tet vars ae Beans AA Ea 
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who are connected with marine affairs and we who live by the sea 
cen observe more manifestations of God's power than those who live 
further inland, and we never go very long without experiencing some- 
thing distressing either by winds, high tides or storms; and we may 
expect more of ‘them during 1940, and with greater intensity. These 
will be a warning of what we know must take piace when the seas 
and the waves really roar. 

Then again, look at the possibilities of the heavenly bodies, anc 
the ‘may-be’s’ and the ‘perhaps’ that people smile over have octually 
become realities; we have already mentioned the preseat position 
cf those three great plants, Mars, Saturn and Jupiter. Have you 
fergotten also, thot at one period prior to our Lord’s advent on earth 
in the form of man, the constellation known as the Southern Cross 
was visible 10 degrees above the horizon in the latitude of Jerusalem 
(approximately 31% degrees)? Was it a mere coincidence that in 
the year of our Lord’s crucifiction, this constellation, owing to the 
gradual alteration caused by the precession of the equinoxes, forever 
set from Jerusalem's horizon? It is no longer visible at any; 
period of the year from this spot. 

6. “Seducing spirits and doctrines of evil.” Writing to Timothy, the 
Apostle Paul mentions among other things as the signs of the end, 
“doctrines of devils.“ In Paris, there is a secret cult called ‘’Devil- 
worship,” the highest expression of which is a parody on the Lord's 
Supper, the details and accessories of which are extremely bla- 
phemcus. At our Lord's first advent, there was evidently a great 
outburst of demoniacal power, and there is every indication that the 
revival of that evil agency is already with us to mark the “‘time of 
the end”.

They are seen on every hand, and seem proud of 
scoffing at all holy and sacred things. They appear to think it 
shows superior intellect to doubt everything they cannot submit to 
the evidence of the senses. And yet, many of these scoffers will 
plunge, heart and soul, into all the follies of spiritualism, fake oc- 
cultism, or some other so-called scientific craze. 
9. “Disobedience to parents.” This needs no comment, it is appar- 
ent on all sides. Parents make little effort to enforce obedience, and 
they shield themselves behind the cloak of lova for their children. 
This is a cowardly excuse, for the real secret is, they have not the 
OO eee, | ne 
moral « courage of their forefathers tc to enforce c obedience, and it is 
not not that they love their child children better. 
~ These words also bear another mear meaning: honesty towards employ- 
ers of labor. We all realize the force of these words in this sense, 
and how dishonorable some individuals are in working for their em- 
employers; for example we see the truth of this statement in the 
amount of sabotage that is being done where it will do the most 
harm. 
10. “Covetous . . lovers of pleasure.” Pleasure seems fast be- 
coming the motive of life, and greed but the means to an end, and 
that end, the gratification of self. Theatres, saloons, (we were 
promised faithfully that there would be no saloons, so today they 
are called ‘cocktail-lounges’), gambling, etc. to excess, and the 
love of show, which keeps so many people in a chronic state of pov- 
erty; all these produce an anxiety on the cne hand and frivolity on 
the other, which is utterly incompatible with any feeling of devotion. 
This spirit of sensuous ease has always been the forerunner of 
destruction of the great empires and civilizations of the past. It was 
so with Lemuria, or Mu as it is sometimes called; it was so with At- 
Lantis, with Babylon, with Persia, Greece and Rome, and it will be 
the same with our civilzation. And if we, ourselves, were not part 
of God's chosen people, it would undoubtedly be the same with us;

11. “A form of godliness, but denying the power thereof.” How 
accurately these words express the materialism and the endless cer- 
emonies of the ritualists and the Roman Church. These may touch 
some superficial souls for good, but not one desiring whole-hearted 
communion with God; the manual of a ritualistic society, with which 
many of our highest placed clergy are connected, contains some 
very remarkable statements which most assuredly deny the power. 

History repeats itself. The action of Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, 
who made Israel to sin (I Kings 22:52) in setting up calves at Dan 
and Bethel, was not in itself idolatry in the sense of the heathens 
round about, but it paved the way for the appalling idolatry under 
Ahab. In the same way ritualism may not be Romanism, but it 
paves the way for it, and in many cases, the difference is very slight, 
consisting of little more than the use of the word Anglican, and the 
taking of Protestant money. 

The churches also whether Anglican or what have you, are, in 
many cases, a mass of dry rot of formality without the spirit. For a 
total stranger to go into some of our churches, is like being put in 
cold storage, for one freezes the soul just as surely as the other 
freezes the body. 

x 12. “The time of the end; many shall run to and fro” (Dan, 12:4). 
This should be sufficient evidence to convince the most skeptical. 
_ Was there ever such a time of running about as now? People run 
_ here and there by auto, and the speed is increasing as though so- 
a E léty were heading into the vortex of a whirlpool. 
“And knowledge shall be increased.” This is part of the 
‘same divine revelation as the former, and applies with equal force 
to the present day, and is therefore equally a “sign of the time of 
je end”. Glance back over the last fifty years, and notice the ef- 
rts made in the cause of elementary education, which had never 
viously been thought of. In half a century, it has become a part 
‘national life, and ne government (administration) seems to 
Ifilled its destiny, until it has tinkered at the educational 


rt he fields of invention and scientific discovery, this age is no 
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less remarkable. Within the memory of all those present here to- 
day, the whole economy of life has been revolutionized, and that 
with a continually accelerating force, which certainly carries some 
grave meaning with it, to all those who think, quite apart from the 
Biblical espect. My object is to simply draw attention to them as 
they are, and to that Book which we pride ourselves on possessing, 
but about which we know so very little. À 

These signs brought forth, by no means exhaust the list; but suf- 
ficient have been given to convince those who will be convinced. It 
may be said that many of the signs have been in evidence all through 
the years; they may have been to some extent, but, now they are all 
in evidence, and some of them have not appeared before; for 
example, the last two; and never before have they all appeared at 
the same time. 

To study these sions is not fanaticism, nor the work of cranks; 
it is simply obeying the injunction of our Lord by a simp!e study— 
not iust reading—of the Scriptures.

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THE CONVICTION OF FRITZ KUHN 

A LESSON FOR OTHERS 

Last December, the headlines reported that Fritz Kuhn of the 
German-American Bund, was convicted on four counts as a torger 
and embezzler. 

The writer has been under condemnation by some of his colleagues 
because he has, in season and out of season, emphasized the ne- 
cessity of a clean bill of health for all who are fighting communism 
and other un-American isms. Our attitude has been that we are 
fighting evil, wherever we find it, and not merely among the Com- 
munists. 

As a veteran in the anti-Communist field, we have seen racket- 
eering on a far greater scale than that on which Kuhn was convicted. 
Let us be specific: We condemned Ballardism back in 1935 and 
called it a racket. Immediately we were boycotted, condemned and 
abused, and subjet to the black magic of its followers and sympa- 
thizers. | see no difference between the aim and goal of Ballardism 
and Communism; but | was condemned for voicing my convictions. 

During the past 7 to 12 years there have been a long list of move- 
ments that were neither Christian nor American, and we did not hes- 
itate to say so. The real purpose of them was to feather somebody’s 
nest, It is true they did it in the guise of philanthropy. 

We wre one of the first to condemn the Utopians as another rack- 
et. Again we were criticized. | will go further, and say very few 
of our so-called patriotic movements would stand the light of day. 
| have come pretty close to the picture of most of these movements 
and individuals; and what | saw appalled and disgusted me. 

Again | say, | am just as vigorous in my denunciation of individuals 
or movements fighting Communism but indulging in the very same 
methods that they condemn in the Communists, as | am of the Com- 
munists, or of any other alien party. Anyone who indulges in racket- 
eering, shady or dishonest methods, lying propaganda, automatically 

lines himself up with the enemy he is supposed to be fighting. We 
will at this time define exactly where we stand. The battle of the ages 
now ‘raging is clear and simple; you and | are either with the Christ 
forces, or with the anti-Christ forces.
